SACS Majeity and the King of Denmark, and the Ratifications thereof ex- 
mA ante) changed, and Publication thereof there made the Fourteenth day of this 
YET inſtant Auguit ; In confozmity thereunto His Majeity hath thought 
it hereby to Command that the ſame be Publiſhed throughout all His 
Majeſties Dominions. And His Majeſty doth declare, That all 
Ships oꝛ other Moveable Goods whatſoever, Which (all appear to 
be taken from the Subjects of the ſaid King of Denmark, after the Fourth day of 
September next, in the Nozth Seas, as allo in the Baltick and the Channel; After 
the Two and twentieth day of September next, from the mouth of the Channel to the 
Cape Saint Vincent; After the Thee and twentieth day of October next enſuing, on 
the other lide of the ſaid Cape to the Equinoctial Tine, as well in the Ocean and 
Mediterranean Sea, as elſewhere : Andlaſtly, after the Fourteenth day of April, 1668. 
on the other lide of the afozeſaid Line thzoughout the whole Wozld, without any 
erception oꝛ diſtinction of Time oꝛ Place, oꝛ without any Foꝛm of P2oceſs, Mall im- 
mediately, and without Damage, be reſtozed to the Owners, accozding to the laid 
Treaty. Andhereof His Maje iy Willeth and Commandeth all His Subjects to take 
notice, and to confoꝛm themſelves thereunto acco2dingly.
